can out of their labor. 


The Supreme Court of Iowa has re- 


fused to grant a divorce to a young lady 
•who married a drunkard, knowing him 
to be snob, on his promise to reform, 
which he failed to "keep.

melt sixty loads of snow an hour, or as 
fast as ten men can shovel it. It costs 
the street railways of New York from 
50 to 75 cents a load for carting away 
the suow, and it h«3 been difficult to 
find places to dump it. By this inven- 
tion it will be melted and run off 
through the sewers. 


One of the novelties of commerce is a 


new agent in tunning, the tannekaya 
3ark, which cornea from New Zealand 
and ,is of recent discovery. Last year 
375 tons were exported, the greater part 
of which went to Grenoble, France, 
where it was used in dressing leather 
lor gloves. The ba^k costs $40 per ton 
n its native country, and the freight is 
as much more. It contains 28.66 per 
cent, of tannin, whereas oak bark con- 
;ains only 8.85 and hemlock 9.5. The 
tannekaya tree is very beautiful, and, 
as its timber is very useful, it has every 
point of value. It belongs to the fir 
jpecies, and it is thought would thrive 
well in some portions of the United 
Status.

Prominent Republicans 


do not deny that their party endeavored 
to secure St. John's withdrawal, but 
there are two explanations offered for 
their failure. One U that they were 
simply outbidden by the Democrats. 
The other, which is said to be the gen- 
erally accepted one, is that early in the 
fight St. John agreed with the Bepubli- 
can managers to mate his campaign a 
harmless one, and to eventually with- 
draw from the field, if necessary, BO 
aa not to injure the Republican chances, 
the 
consideration 
being 
$35,000. 


Aftor the Ohio October election it 
is said the Kepnblicans 
felt that 


they 
needed 
no 
assistance 
and 


seemed loath to abide by the 
ar- 


rangement. It is said that $38,000 be- 
ing offered from the other si§e, St. 
John accepted the offer and remained in 
the field, thereby drawing voters from 
the Republican ranks. This is giv«n 
as the reason why the report that events 
ioim*diiitely 
precoding 
the 
election 


would .inusre the election of Elaine, 
meaning St. John's retirement, did not 
materialize. 
These are the 
stories 


talked about by those who are supposed 
to have been on the inside. One promi- 
nent Bepublican ia the District is known 
to have stated the other day that St. 
John would have withdrawn from the 
field for the consideration offered and 
given the election to the Republicans 
but for the Democrats making a higher 
bid. The Republican offer as he stated, 
was $30,000, while the Democrats made 
it $50,000. 


PEJtI»r,KTUSi'» RESPONSE. 


At the dinner given by "Baltimore 


business men Thursday evening to Sen- 
ator A. P. Gorman, of the Democratic 
National Committee, Senator Geo H. 
Pendleton responded to the toast "Civil 
Service Reform," as follows: 


Governor Cleveland is the best prac- 


tical exponent, and we look to his ad- 
ministration to enforce all laws that se- 
cure it anil to inaugurate others which 
will widen the scope of its operations 
until the corrupting spoils system shall 
cease to be even a possibility in our 
political life. 
Hon. George Pendleton in response 


after paying a high compliment to 
Senator Gorman, said the election of 
Cleveland is a harbinger of good to 
all people of this country and frater- 
nal union can only be restored when 
the principles 
of 
the 
Government 


shall be administered according to the 
constitution. 
The 
inauguration of 


Governor Cleveland will be an evan- 
gel which shall rivet the whole land 
in the bond of unity. 
Th* speaker 


had examined the public acts of Gov- 
ernor Cleveland and found all of them 
luminous with the idea that the public 
service is a public trust, and that no 
public service has a right to exist un- 
less it is necessary to the public welfare. 
It is well just BOW to recall the public 
declaration of Cleveland in years gone 
by. In his letter accepting the Gover- 
norship of New York State; in his mes- 
sage »o the Legislature and in his letter 
of acceptance of the nomination for 
President, he declares the interent of 
the people to be better protected by the 
enforcement of the civil service rule. 


The newspapers ore stilt speculating 


as to Mr. Elaine's future. 
Some of 


them predict that he will seek to return 
to Congress, or to be again a candidate 
for the Presidency; but we suspect that 
his real purpose is to finish his book 
before he hunts for any fresh employ- 
ments; and that he will be quite con- 
tent, after that, to accept whatever for- 
tune may corns to him, however humble 
it may be. He did not want the nom- 
ination for the Presidency, but he ac- 
cepted it as a duty he owed his party, 
and the loss of the prize caused him far 
less annoyance than it caused many of 
bis friends. As to his fnture, a corres- 
pondent of the Philadelphia Times, 
•writing from Augusta, indulges in these 
predictions, which are probably nearly 
correct: "There ia a belief here that, 
while Mr. Bluine may go back into 
public life for a few years, he will not 
permit himself to be again pushed for 
the Presidency. His ambition seems 
to be simply to take part in the move- 
ments which are to rebuild nis party, 
and at the same time demonstrate to 
the country that he is great enough to 
be beaten for the Presidency without its 
breaking his spirit, destroying his tem- 
per, or, indeed, making the remaining 
years of his life a burden to him. This 
is e. creditable ambition. He is only 
fifty-four years old, and there is plenty 
of time for the greatest politician of his 
age, and in many r»spe6ta tho mest re- 
markable man, to leave behind him 
leoollections of a busy life that will 
make his countrymen forget all the 
bitterness that bis political battle has 
bred."

The San Francisco Call says: The 


parctioB of tho dominant party in both 
Houses of Congress, when there 13 a 
contest, after a close vote, giving th« 
seat to the contestant, if he belongs to 
the majoiity party, has bacoma a na- 
tional scandal. The contest is frequent- 
ly mode in the face of conclusive op- 
posing testimony, but this amounts to 
nothing, if the vote of the contestant 
should happen to be wanted. Each 
House under the constitution, "shall ba 
the judge of the election returns and 
qualifications of its own members." 
Under this clause the lost House of Bap- 
resentatives exercised what by runny 
persons was considered tyrannical sway, 
unseating members entitled to seats, 
and admitting persons who had not the 
least title to ba seated. At tha present 
session there threatens to be several 
contestants for seats in the House. 
As an instance, it ia aaid that Mr.

[Virginia Enterprise.] 


The report of the Director of the Mint 


for the fiscal year ending October 1 haa 
just appeared. The portion of it that 
will excite most general interest is the 
statement in regard to the production 
and circulation of gold and silver. 
First, as to production, 
Colorado 


stands first, with eold of the value of 
$4,100,000, and silver $17,370,000, mak- 
ing a total of $21,470,000. California 
is second, with $14,120,000 worth of 
gold and $1,460,000 worth of silver, a 
total of $15,580,000. Then come Ne- 
vada and Montana with nearly $8,000,- 
000, Arizona with $6,150.000 and Utah 
with $5,760,000. 
Idaho, Dakota and 


New Mexico will show a product of 
over $3,000,000, while no other State 
or Territory reaches $1,000,000, 


Second, as to circulation. The to(;«l 


circulation October 1 was $814,788,148; 
of which $557,588,441 was in gold and 
$257,199,707 
in 
silver. 
Of these 


(.mounts the sum of $182,380,829 was 
in the form of silver dollars, 40,322,044 
of which are in banks or general circu- 
lation, and 142,0581787 in the United 
States Treasury. During the quarter 
from July 1 to October 1, 35,124,390 
silver dollars were coined, and of these, 
$30,144,786 remain in the Treasury and 
$4,980,162 are in circulation. 


One other point iu tho report is 


worthy of special note as showing Bow 
the " rascals " who are to ba turned out 
next March " squander the people's 
money." 
The law contemplates a loss 


on the Mint's operations in bullion, 
arising from the wastage of scraps and 
clipping made in coinage, and makes 
provision for it. During the last year 
this waste on both gold and silver 
amounted to $45,601. 
But gold and 


silver to tho value of $60,364 were re- 
turned by the melter and refiner of 
the Mints and the New York Assay 
Office in excess of the amounts with 
which they are charged during the year; 
and bullion of the value of $8,521 45 
was obtained from the sweepings of the 
deposit-melting and weighing rooms of 
the institutions named. So that instead 
of a loss on the bullion operations, such 
ns the law allows, the business has been 
so ourefully and honestly conducted as 
to show a net profit of $28,284 21.

An Odorous W»r Weapon. 


Professor E. F. Bitohell, of Bridge- 


port, Conn., has invented a poisonous 
air bomb which be claims will revolu- 
tionize all modern warfare. The guaes 
before being introduced into the bomb 
Are several times compressed and im- 
pregnated with poisons which male* 
them quickly futtil to any living crea- 
tors breathing them. When 'exploded 
the gas lies: close to the ground. In 
battle tbe bombs will be hurled from a 
mortar. Thrown ioto an army, thfr in- 
ventor thus describes tbe effects of what 
he culls his human system of warfare: 
"The bomb explodes und tha air within 
a radius of 100 feet becomes charged 
•with silent death. You cannot fight it,« 
you cannot destroy this silent Hfe-da- 
8troy*ag enemy. What is the result? 
Why, tbe men can stay'and asphyxiate, 
but you will find that they won't. Tbey 
will ran away in a beaten and demoral- 
ize! condition, and this is one of tha 
best points about the device." He is 
in correspondence with Admiral Jones, 
of the British Navy, with reference to 
the introduction of his invention there. 


TIMBER 


The New Sygt«m .Inaugurated by 


I be JLitutl .Department of tbe Cen- 
tral .Faelllc Railroad. 


Tbe San Francico Bulletin says: The-'' 


Land Office of the Central Pacific Bail- 
road has just inaugurated a new system 
of disposing of its timber lands, which 
will undoubtedly do much to encourage 
the lumber business, and to prevent 
speculators from ginning control of land 
needed by boua fide manufacturers of 
lumber. 


Heretofore persons engaged in the 


lumber business were often put to.great 
disadvantage, and some time their busi- 
ness was ruined, because the land sys- 
tem heretofore obtaining made it im- 
possible to buy their timber laud on 
time, and thus allowed it to bo taken up 
by speculators, to the ruin, sometimes, 
of an important industry. 
The reason 


why timber land 4was not sold on time 
was because the entire value, almost, is 
in the trees, which might be cut off acid 
the worthless laud thrown back upon 
the company. Thus a firm entering 
into the lumber business would have to 
buy outiight all the timber land for 
which they could raise money, relying 
upon their ability to purchase contigu- 
ous lands when that already 
bought 


should be stripped. But usually spec- 
ulators secured the control of the sur- 
rounding laud, and would sell only at 
speculative prices when there was need 
of it. 
Several small lumber manufac- 


turers have thus beou ruined, being un- 
able to obtam timber land when their 
own land was stripped. The outlying 
land, too, was exposed to depredators, 
who are accustomed to out timber from 
railroad and other laud wherever they 
see fit. Neighboring mill-owners would 
not interfere 
with 
this destruction 


of trees ou others' property, for the 
reason that it *as not theirs and might 
never be theirs, while their interference 
might biing about the destruction of 
their mills. 


Under the new system remedies are 


found for these evils, and those desiring 
to enter into the business of manufac- 
turing lumber muy be assured of as 
large a supply of timber an they may 
wish. By the new systain a person may 
secure to hnusulf 
<>* l>ug« « truut of 


timbei Ittuil ai ha 
wi-vUfa, by uayni|> 


the railroad company tub lutorestou lut> 
purchase price. This secures the laud 
from speexilators and gives an incentive 
to protect it from depredators. Bat no 
timber can be cut from any portion of 
the land unless the entire purchase 
price of that portion has been paid. 
But it will be allowed a purchaser to 
pay for as small lots as forty acres, so 
that capital is invested in land only as 
more material is actually necessary. 
The railroad thus protects itself against 
loss through the destruction of forests 
befort) the land is paid for, and gives 
boua fide lumber manufacturer1* the 
power to control as much iirnbur land 
as thev may desire without having to 
invest large sums at once. 
Thus, a 


company controlling 25.0QO acres, by 
paying th» interest on the agreed pur- 
chase price, may cut the timber by 
forty-acre lots, paying therefor as the 
demand for timber arises. 
The interest 


of course diminishes as more laud is 
fully paid for. This system will enable 
the railroad to assist legitimate enter- 
prises, and will also permit it to dis- 
pense with a large number of foresters, 
whose expenses have been more than 
tho value of the timbor they have saved 
from destuitiou. 


Bears Killing Cattle. 


It appears by tbe following, from the 


Times-Beviaw that bears are numerous 
as wall as blood-thirsty in the north- 
eastern part of Elko county. 
That 


paper says: "Last week at Sunflower 
Flat, near Mountain City, a couple 
more cattle belonging to the Murphy 
estate were killed by bears. The an- 
imals slam were a two-year-old bull and 
a cow, and as the ground was badly 
torn where the carcasses were fouucS, it 
is evident that they made a desperate 
fight be/ore succumbing to their ursine 
enemies. None of tha flesh was eaten, 
and it appears as though the bears 
were actuated by pure cnssedness, 
rather than hunger, in their murderous 
attack. 
About thirty head of cattle 


have been killed in that vicinity this 
season by bears, while six of the latter 
bnve fallen by tbe bullets of avenging 
vuqueros." 


Italians Ooiiiic Home. 


Eleven hundred Italians sailed from 


the port of New York on tbe 23d ultimo, 
for Italy.' They were nearly all labor- 
ers, who had been employed in the 
cheapest kind of work. Most of them 
looked happy and contented. 
They 


had saved a snug sum of money, and 
were going 
home, 
where • living 
is 


cheaper. An official of the Italian Con- 
sulate says that a great many poor 
Italians go back to Italy every Fall. 
" Some go back to stay; those who can 
get no work here in Winter go home 
until Spring and than return to this 
country. 
Their passage costs only 


about $28, and as most of them live in 
tbe southern part of Italy, where the 
cost of living is merely nominal, they 
find it to be cheaper than to remain here, 
especially as they do not like the cold 
weather. 
They are thrifty people, and 


with $2,000 they buy a furm of ten 
acres and a house in Southern Italy, 
and raise enough to support themselves 
and families. 
They can lire as well 


there for 25 cents a day as they can 
here for $2. If a man dots not care 
about farming and wishes to live away 
from the agricultural districts, he can 
hire a small place near any of the 
small towns for $1 a mouth. It is only 
the laboring classes who care about re- 
turning. The clerk, merchant or store- 
keeper seldom leavoa this country. "
